Dr. Scloter I^ewin Advises 
Meds on Psychology 
Of Treatment 



DIAGNOSTIC METHODS 



Different Means Should Be 
Used For Different, 
Kinds of Cases 



"Every putient should ho rcgurdcO 
aa a human being .and not merely a; 
an experiment," Stated Dr, Sclator 
Lewis addressing the Medical Society 
last night on "Tho Psychology of 
Treatment." 

The doctor should' make a careful 
<'.udy of the patient, said the speaker. 
Ilo should recosnlzc the foibles of that 
person and try to make use of them 
in working on the ca^o. 

The i|iie.stIon was then raised as ic 
whether a doctor Is born, or made. In 
the majority of cases ho Is made. I' 
was stated, the exceptions licing the 
genius and the absolitto failure. The 
average student In Medicine ha.s a 
natural leaning towards l;lndncss and 
he should use this to build up a name 
for himself. He should appreciate his 
'i-llow men, study, read ond aaslml- 
lato tho results to Infuse Into his own 
character. 

Fear and the Deetor 

The average man goes to Interview 
his physician on account of hl< fear 
of pain, death or even because of n 
troubled conscience. It Is tho custom 
of people to present a Jocular appear- 
ance on entering the hospital, but the 
doctor must be able to see through this 
m.iâk and study his patient. During 
Iho examination no aiidlblo or facial 
expression should be made. Avoid any 
personal quoitlon that is liable to 
arouse any feeling of resentment on 
tho part of the patient. Dr. Lewis ad- 
vised. 

Once the diagnosis has, been made 
tho riuestlon of treatment mu.tt bo 
considered. Dr. Lewis dcclaired that 
to do this there were three points to

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A Suggestion 

Relative to our interview accorded 
by Dr. Kotschiiig and also to his .sermon 
delivered in the American Presbyterian 
Church, may we be permitted to suggest 
a remedial theory for part, at least of this 
World's chaotic condition which ho so apt- 
ly described. This is not by wa.v of cri- 
ticism, for even the most optimistic peo- 
ple cannot well deny his statements con- 
cerning the lack of true religious feeling 
and international understanding. 

The remedying of this state of affairs 
fan, in our opinion, only be brought ;ibout 
by a revised theory and policy of educa- 
tion of the younger ge^neration, and the 
solution in the search for such an educa- 
'.ional theory is a responsibility whose im- 

• portancc for world society can scarcely be 
^Ver-estimated. 

It is a vîiluable thing to jwint out to 
«tudcnts thai Iheir ideas on religion and 
■nternationali.sm are false, — if they exist 
tt al.l. But it is in childhood that the seed 
>f moral ethics and international goodwill 
ihould be fo.-^tered, and not when the child 
fiar> evolved into a university student, less 
imen.nblo lo policies of reform, and too 
busy to think much about them. 

What conception of religion and ethics 
.should thus be in.stituled in the young, in 
a way that will transform morals from 
.something abstract and remote in their 
idtvils, to .something concrete immediate 
and essential? 

Instead of a vague fear of all that is 
"wrong", the youth should acquire the re- 
alization that good is more fruitful than 
bad, and as easy to perform. Only in this 
way will he be taught to want to do good 
to others, as well as by himself, and to 
draw a comparison that will lead him to 
prefer good to bad, honesty to dishonesty, 
justice to injustice. It is the end of edu- 
cation thus to substitute definite ideals 
for the traditional, idealistically abstract 
notions at present prevalent, although al- 
ready beginning to be instructed. 

It is again to education of the young 
that we mu.st turn if we would foster in- 
■;ernational friendship and a democratic 
uttitude that will endure. To set up real- 
ism instead of the present-day idealism, in 
■icmocracy wherein the government of a 
anived clr'ar-si;,'hted multitude may over- 
come the supremacy of the few; in short, 
:u create "unity in the community" is the 
ultimate airr. of any conscientious educa- 
tional theory. To achieve it we must cul- 
tivate individuality in the individual youth ; 
we mu.st .show an educational product, 
which, wliilc retaining its distinctive in- 
dividual traits and following the best ra- 
cial traditions of the past, will yet from of 
an integral working unit of the social me- 
chanism in which it lives. 

Democracy is like a chain, in that it 
is really only as strong as its weakest 
link, and the hnk.s or individuals of the 
great democratic chain must work toward 
a common end if anything that re.sembles 
the internal and external agreement of any 
country of the World Society is to be 
realized. 

The task is a iieavy one, and the re- 
sponsibility great, but if this generation 
and thoiîe following will honestly face the 
scarcely-to-be exaggerated importance of 
. proper instruction and leading of youth, 

• the end may not prove inaccessible.

' Aniateuriana 

Imitation la :i major fact,or In our everyday 
llfo. and crops In forms and places almost too 
numerous to count. Dally habits nre acquired 
most often throueli lîils means and vary In the 
individuals according to circumstances. The scl 
enccs break away occasionally into something new, 
but In Ecncral, lis applled brunches follow the rules 
fairly strictly. Jloro than anything else, however, 
tho arts can bo classed as being most imitative; 
music copies sounds from Nature to get many of 
ita beautiful effects; tlio painters and sculptors 
especially of tho past few periods in those arts, 
strove consistently to achieve tho perfection of 
Nature; literature is built mainly on conventional 
forms, and the plots about which so many of its 
works aro woven have long ainca reached their 
numerical limit, forcing repetition In that respect 
Tho art of the Drama Is the most Imltativo of alt 
ainco not only does It try to .-ihow tho mo.it au- 
thentic human reactions under tlio conditions pc- 
ruliar to the particular play, but also it has u 
whole string of great artists, who aro held up as 
the iipcx of achievement to the lesser luminaries. 
Opera is a branch of tho drama, sinco it adds to 
speech and movement, tho suggestlvonoss of mu- 
sical emotions, and demands in addition lo tho 
usual acting ability, a responsive voice. 

Imitators nre of two types: Those who live on 
the fruits of their efforts, — the professionals, — and 
those who work for tho Jovo of the art, — tho ama 
tcurs. For some reason or other, people associate 
amateur performances, in 'Ihe' case of tho drama 
and the opera, with missed cues, uncomfortable 
pauses, and general gluring mistakes. That this 
is wrong has been proven by the •'amateurish" 
results of professionals and vlca versa. What then 
is the distinguishing mark of an amateur produc 
lion? Tho answer is in the first performance. 
Cues may be missed without tho tiudienco reallz 
Ing it. but mistakes can be detected when they 
ore rectified after having been let slip. Tho voice 
cracked by nervousness in another sure sign of the 
inexperienced, and is most Induclvo to an uncom 
fortable feollng on tho part of the audience, that 
of having to keep control over their cxpresslonH, 
when the actor will forget his part, aomelhing 
that he aeems so sure to do. 

I'rellmlnarles having been overcome, the ama- 
teur holds Ills own. 3to Is not as blase as most 
professionals are, but enters into tho spirit oC the 
play much more fully. Knowing his ability, wo 
aro pleasantly surprised at what we seo him do 
and come .iway wondering whether It can be 
bettered. Wo excuse him an ungraceful movement, 
and overlook a few bad notes, but, If we paid half 
the price to see professionals niokc the samo mis 
tnUos, our indignaUon would not long bo held back, 
The amateur is most certainly granted greater 
leeway, and perhops this Is better, for in many 
ways he surpasses the best on the commercial 
.o.taee. This Is mainly In tho departure from con- 
vention, for while the downtown theatre keeps an 
eye on tho box-office during experiments back- 
stage, making suro to balance the two, the ama- 
teur knows that his experiments will be the at 
trading feature for his public. 

The amateur lives In a realm of his own. There 
are continual nowecomcrs, and occasionally some 
emigrate to the moneyed field, but always it re 
mains either a pleasant training ground, or a means 
of followlnc one's inclinations unhampered by 
commercial lEUlIon. It spreads Its'Influcnco into 
unexpected territories, and being a recognised fac 
tor in the growth of any art, is gnmted the full 
lmportance.lt deserves.

Religious Teaching 

Tlio contention thac rcllglou.s teach- 
ing should be taken out of the koIiooI 
was tiio prev.alljng note in tlio addrcï.s 
by Mr. li. Bolduc at the meeting of 
tho Montreal natlon-alipt Society on 
Sunday afteriujon. Mr. Bolduc, wliose 
address was ontltcil "Secular ICduca- 
lion the Best," alleged many instanc- 
es where tho «clcnco of today dis- 
proved rcllglou.s teaching. 

Tho primary intention of religion 
Is tho teaching of how to live, and 
this knowli!d;^n, ( Oiilcnded tho speakpj-. 
coincides for iliu most part with tlial 
ot scicnco TIio rpitliol of "Irrollg- 
ious'' cannot bo attached to Fclence: 
it is in its neglect tliat any irréligion 
exists. 

Ttcligious teaching, thought liic 
Epcukor, had nothing to do with mor- 
ality or social conduct, but Is. a pri- 
vate, personal matter. It clashed with 
astronomy, which taught that the 
nwld was not tho center of tho uni- 
verse, around which tho sun revolves. 
Geology taught that tito world was 

, not created In six days. In B.C. 4004; 
Zoology taught tho evolution of man 
trom lower forms of life, not tliat he 
^fas created out of clay, and that wo- 
aian was derived from his rib. 

Chemistry poululatcd tho Indcs- 
trucUbllity of maittcr, and disproved 
from that standpoint tho creation of 
a; tinlverso out of nothiner by an an- 
kliropomorplilc god. Other branches 
of 'sclenco also disagreed with relig- 
ion, and tended to disprove, stated 
^t^. Bolduc tlio utility in teaching re- 

' liglon. 

Confusion 
' Another objection to the teaching 
' Ot religion •wan In krfowlnsr which ono 
4h« .eotrect on» to teach. It 



Tlioso who liko Bernard Shaw's 
plays must havo como awaV from the 
Iheatro immensely pleased. Those 
who went In tho liopo ot seeing a 
facile, well-constructed play wcro 
doubtless equally disappointed. U Is 
apparently too much to expect of a 
man who packs more wit, more Ideas 
— and moro rich English proso Into 
a pago than most of his contempor- 
aries can achlcvo In tho' convention- 
al three acts. 

In tho Apple Cart wo havo a king. 
Magnus, who is by far tho strongest 
character on the stage, nnd there- 
fore tho apparent inunarchloal siip- 
rrlorlty nvor tho rollcclivo InrCfoc- 
tlvcnrss of III.-" Kubjccts Is to prdve 
to \is how jolly royall.sl C. D. S. Is. 
.Nothing of tho kind. By this .no I 
imagino that even his cook .knows 
that when Shaw says beef ho me.">ns 
mutton. Similarly, wo can bo fairly 
sure tliat our paradoNlcal pamphlcl- 
crr Intrnils to Imply his faith In the 
proletariat — as tho lesser of two 
evils of cour.«c. 

Tho play opens with a long but 
brilliant first, wherein King .Magnus 
moots his raMnot. All prcp.-ii-cd for 
:i <|iilclvly moving .>--cfond wc find 

,'i ."icenL' (k'votf-d to an cni'oiiiiloi- witli 
hl.s mlstrcs, Orinlhca (who h;is been 
identified by many with Mrs, Pat- 
rick Campbell). Sho wishes to take 
tho placo ot tho Queen in Magnus' 
palace .IS well as in his affections. In 
order to prevent him from Joining 
tho latter for tea, Orlnlliea resorts 
to a physical struggle whicli is very 
funny but gets.no ono anywiiere. 

Act three Is admirably constructed. 
Tlio American ambassador comes to 
suggest that Knpland nnd America 
bo thenceforth imlird but Magnus 
refu.ses to bocomo Emperor un tho 
ground that England woud he 
swamped forever. In domeslic poli- 
tics It Is proposed tlial Magnus re- 
sign in f.avor of his son, Uobert. The 
mlnlKters decide that a now king 
woud mean new elections and that 
they had better leave things as they 
arc. 

.\s an entertainment "Tho Apple 
Cart" is highly successful: as a poli- 
lleal extravagar.z.a no one can den.v 
Ihn aiii)roprlatencf s nf the noim: as 
il dramatic unity It Is r. failure. All 
of which Is merely saying that Shaw 
has repeated hlniselt moro or Ips.s 
successfully. 

Undoubtedly Barry.. lone.s scored n 
personal triumph as King Magnus 
Tim, flallri-Inf,' lilarnny and snaw 
mana«oiiicnt of I In; ciljinet In nn ex- 
oosslvrly Ions rolo .stood out in relief, 
the otiicr characters just seemed to 
respond iiko mechanism. 

Out of tho range of his specious 
words Maurice Colbourne, tho Prime 
^tinlstcr, directed his niiarrcliing 
cabinet convincingly. But moro rhe- 
toric tlian noting for the rest of the 
cast. T think 1 should havo much 
pr'-reiTiMl .Mrs. I'at Campbell to Miss 
rtecves-Smltli, who, however, amused 
by her boisterously conceited part. 

A vei-y finished performance witii 
littio really to criticise.
